Krastus Corning assailed the Idea 
of tinkering with the skies. 
He said O'Dwyer better not try 
to "steal" any of the rains des- 
tined by nature for the Albany 
area. 


Corning asked the State Water 


Power and Control Commission 
whether it had power to regulate 


rain-production. Jf not, 


he told the commission in a letter, 
he urged legislation

Regents Might 
Be Increased Seven 
By New Measure 


Bill Would Require Party 


Strength Be Limited 


to Two-Thirds 


of Number 


Albany, N. Y.. Fob. 18 </P>—The 


legislature will receive Monday a 
proposal to empower the governor 
to appoint seven additional mem- 
bers to the Board of Regents. 


The bill, to bo introduced by 


Senator Thomas C, Desmond, also 
would require that not more than 
two-thirds of the board-members 
belong to the same political party. 


The Newburgh Republican said 


his measure Was designed to cor- 
rect what he termed "basic weak- 
nesses'1 of the regents and to "Iwlp 
raise the level o£ education" in 
the state. 


Desmond said his bill would 


eliminate what he termed "top- 
heavy partisanship" in the board, 
which currently J$ composed of 12 
Republicans and one Democrat. 


He said he would not approve 


of the governor's appointing all 
the regents, but believed his pro- 
posal was a "middle-of-the-road** 
approach that would bring "an 
equitable distribution of appointive 
authority," 


The regents are elected by the 
legislature in Joint session. One 
regent Is elected each year to re- 
place an outgoing regent, unless 
additional vacancies exist because 
of death, resignation or retirement 
at the 70-year age limit. 


".Most persons," Desmond said, 
"do not know that the governor 
has no power to appoint any of 
the regents," he added: 
"This lack of liaison tends to 
generate recurrent conflicts be- 
tween the Regents and the gov- 
ernor, In prior 
administrations 
such conflicts were hushed up, 
but in 1949 when the state uni- 
versity issue arose, the Dewey- 
Regcnts clash come into the 
open." 
51 the 1949 session of the Leg- 
islature, the Regents sponsored a 
bill that would have stripped the 
powers of the 15-member state 
university board of trustees, ap- 
pointed by Dewcy. 


The 
measure 
would 
have 


blocked transfer 'from the Re- 
gents to the trustees of adminis- 
trative control of the 33 state- 
supported institutions of higher 
education in the state university 
system. The trustees 
assumed 
control last April 1 after the Re-

the transfer opened the door to

state's educations! system. 


Desmond said that when the 
Board of Regents was founded 
in 1784, "its membership was 32 
and the governor was ex-ofllcio a 
jnembe-r."

early the desirability of som« 
representation of the governor

brought a decline in the number 
of Regents and even the original 
weak tie with the governor has 
been severed."

Don't Break 27ii> Chain 


RESURGENT GERMAN NAZISM 


Tardy but welcome. That must be the 


verdict on the warning against a revival of 
Nazism Issued In Stuttgart recently by U. S. 
High Commissioner John J. McCloy. 


For a long lUne evidence has been mount- 


ing that a new spirit of nationalism Is 
rampant in the West German republic. The 
latest account comes from Leon Dennen, rov- 
ing European correspondent for N.E.A., who 
has Just finished a broad tour of that coun- 
try. He paints an alarming portrait. 


The story he tolls is one of Nazis working 


behind the cloak of a democratic regime to 
regain power, Ruhr Industrialists collaborat- 
ing with them and even plotting a deal with 
Soviet Russia in hope of restoring Germany 
to a key place in Europe, and millions of 
ordinary Germans beginning to listen again 
to the extremists because they find no other 
voices convincing. 


It's a tale, too, of U, S., British and French 


inaction, confusion and mistakes in Germany. 
No real effort Is being made either to teach 
democracy or create the conditions under 
which it can flourish. Instead the western 
powers have watched the re-establishment of 
the same unhealthy economic and political 
conditions that gave rise to Hitler. 


When McCloy was in Washington not Jong 


ago he said the "evil embers" cf German 
Nazism are not yet a real threat. But in 
his Stuttgart speech he suddenly switched 
to somber tones of warning. 


He told the Germans flatly they'll get no 


army or air force and won't be allowed to 
develop political conditions that might 
threaten world peace. He assailed the grow- 
ing tendency to blame other countries for 
their postwar plight. 


McCloy added that Americans aren't in 


Germany simply to feed the people and pro- 
mote economic recovery. The main objec- 
tive, he said, is to help the nation gain 
political recovery as a democracy that will 
allow Its citizens to live as free men. 


This was a firm speech. As another re- 


porter observed, it reflected not so much a 
"get tough" as a "show me" attitude. It 
notified the Germans that hereafter their 
expressions of good intentions won't be 
enough; we'll be watching what they actually 
do. 


But It's clenr from McCloy's later remarks 


that the U. S, docs not now contemplate any 
•pcclflc rhanftoN in policy, although action 
is Implicit In fits wflrttlnK. 


Perhaps our government first wishes to 


measure the effect of Us new attitude on Ger- 
man ttfhttvior. If (hat Is the idea, the test 
period ought to be reasonably brief. Ger- 
many already has traveled far on the road 
back to its former dangerous status. It must 
not be permitted to go farther. Instead it 
must be turned Into democratic paths and 
drawn toward the West, even If that means 
keeping a tight hold on the nation for 15 to 
20 years more, 


ONtf WHO LEARNED 


A quarter of a century ago Lady Astor, 


British woman political leader, was offering 
to pay thp rxjwnsos of any Britons who 
wanted to live in the now Communist heaven 
In Russia. A woman who took her up on it 
In 1925 nan returned at last to England, to 
tell I^idy Astor that the Communistic life 
is hell rather than heaven. 


The incident lends added point to the 


question "Why don't you go there?" some- 
times tossed at American Communists.

Pity ana "compassion are unrelated to approval, 
We may pity the convicted murderer but we do not 
approve of murder nor do we approve of the mur» 
derer. It seems so sad that anyone would be a 
murderer and maybe it is a pity that we have to 
execute the poor devil. But, then again, he should 
not have committed the murder. He had a choice 
not to commit murder, 
The apologists for Ingrid Bergman, unwittingly, 
I am sure, give the picture o! a naive, romantic 
young Icdy who wandered flfar from the social con- 
ventions in pursuit of romance, Nonsense I This 
is a woman in her thirties, the mother of an 11- 
year-old child, an actress of wide experience, who 
kno<vs precisely what she has done and revels in 
It publicly. 
' 
She has chosen to flout the Mores of her race 
brazenly. I cannot see what pity or compassion 
have to do with condoning a brasslly noisy rejec- 
tion of marriage vows, with infidelity and adultery, 
with bringing a child into the world out of wedlock, 
witli bringing shame to the innocent child, Plo. 
Of course, I pity Ingrid Bergman. I pity her 


for being brazen; a grown woman who acts like a 
Juvenile delinquent and gets caught. I pity her for 
lacking a respect for moral law. 
But by that pity, I do not mean to indicate any 
respect for her, or any association with her, even- 
to the extent of seeing any of her pictures again. 
She was not driven by hunger and privation to 


abandon home, husband and child. She lived in 
luxury, comfort and wealth, and if her husband no ' 
longer pleased her, her responsibility to her child, 
Pin, remained unchanged and moral conduct and 
the proprieties required her to restrain herself from 
having n child until she could, under civil law at 
least, conform to our way of life. 
It has long been a tradition among my people 
that it Is more evil to commit a sin in public than 
in private, because the public sin adds to the of- 
fenso a brasecn attitude, a flouting of decency and 
an example to others. The Taljmud, in interpreting 
a passage in the prophet, Habakkuk, makes the 
point that If a learned man is Impelled by his evil 
nature to sin, let him go to another city and dis- 
guise himself. 
What this means, in simple fact, is that if In- 
grid can get away with such brass, why not your 
daughter? And if your daughter, why not every 
little girl, until marriage «s an institution is abol- 
ished and the world is filled with fatherless and 
motherless children. Tragic results of deep emo- 
tion do happen, but not as an excellent example to 
be followed, 
The point is further made by Ingrid's defenders 
that lots of women do the same. That can have 
nothing to do with us. "Thou shalt not commit 
adultery." is often breached. And none of us is so 
perfect as nevur to have broken the moral code. Yet, 
even the sinners that we are, we must light for the 
preservation of moral law or we abandon civiliza- 
tion. Our own sins may not be used to condone 
evil.And so, when one pleading for Ingrid Bergman 
asks us to have compassion «n the sinner, on the 
grounds that we, too, have sinned, he omits the 
w*rd, repentant. For that Js the whole of the mat- 
ter. 
If there is no repentance, but -rather pride 
and glory In the sin, then wrorjg is made to appear 
as right and the world becomes topsy-turvy. 
Decent people must challenge the devil's theol- 
ogy that would make Ingrid Bergman's license a 
saintly act.

SURGICAL TREATMENT FOB ASTHMA 
In my student days we knew of no treatment to 


cure asthma; all that could be done wag to use a 
drug to "ease" the breathing. The patient coughed 
and coughed until he coughed up a tlpy plug of 
mucous which gave him relief. The attack might 
be a matter of minutes, but if prolonged the patient 
might become exhausted. 
One "home" treatment was having the patient 
kneel on a chair, put his hands on the -floor to steady 
himself and then cough away till he removed the 
mucous plug, 
...... 
In recent years it has been found that many 
cases of asthma are caused allergy, that is, sensi- 
tiveness to various substances (pollen of piants, 
house dust food, lurs, feathers) and can be 'lured 
or greatly helped by the use of drugs, antlhisterome 
drugs, which cause the patient to become less sen- 
sitive lo histamlne (which is manufactured in the 
body, and in the underlying cause of asthma, hay 
fever, sratmw, the common head colds, and other 
nilmciitH), 
Notwithstanding all that has been Umrned ai>out 


asthma uwl the great number of patients that have 
been helped ami are being helped, there ore still ft 
number of asthmatics who arc unable to fcot relief 
from attacks by any known methods Of treatment 
In these "intractable" cases, as in many diseases, 
when medical treatment fails the physician turns 
to the surgeon for help. 
In "Postgraduate Medicine," £>r. Brian Blades, 
Professor of Surgery. The George Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, Washington. D.C., states 
that within the' pant two years, the staff have, seen 
over 200 cases of severe asthma and have operated 
on 26 cases, operating consisting of cutting certain 
nerves supplying the lungs. There was only one 
death, a man of 73 with associated heart, blood. 
vessel and lung complications. Of the 26 eases, 19 
arc pleased with the results, It was not necessary 
to persuade these severe cases to undergo operation 
as no1 other form of treatment had given them 
relief, 
Thus while present methods of treatment — 
removing the allergic condition and removal of nos« 
and throat defects— cure or give the necessary re- 
lief in' nearly ail cases of asthma, it is gratifying 
to know that surgery can give relief in a great 
percentage of the rest.

No Hysteria Shown

to cut off both his legs. He didn't 
shriek at all. 
"I had to take legs off two other 
victims.

The trains did not catch fire 
after the crash, but as burners 
went to work smoke rose from 
their torches and from the seat 
upholstery they cut through.

No Victims Burned 


No victims burned, however, but 


many had been so badly torn that 
bits of flesh and parts of limbs 
hung on the jagged steel edges 
where the front cars ground to- 
gether down the full -length aisle 
and ripped out rows of seats. 
From one window a dangling 
hand dropped. 


A head slumped from another; 
someone had covered it with a 
white handkerchief. 
Inside 
another 
window the 
rescuers saw a man's body, opened 
from throat to thighs. 
Hardly ' a body— live or dead— • 
could be freed without help from 
the torches. 
The workers burned through the 
sides, the roofs, the windows, and 
once inside they burned through 
steel beams and girders twisted 
atop the victims, 
, 


The hiss and flash of the white- 
hot torch flames mixed with the 
moans of the injured and the 
muffled odors of the doctors, 
After the torches had done all 
.possible, six dead and two Injured 
still remained in the 
fantastic 
wreckage, 


To burn further was hopeless, 


and railroad officials ordered their 
Diesel wrecker to move up with its 
big crane to wrench the cars apart 
by main force.

Sitting on A wooden bench in 
Columbus City prison, 
former 
banker Grow retraced 27 years o! 
"borrowed funds." 
The mild-mannered, soEt-spoken 
Jackson civic leader explained he 
had been, employed by the first 
National Bank as a $91-a-month 
cleric for two years when his first 
Son was born. 
"I couldn't pay all the bills as 
they plied up," Grow said, "I had 
to get money so 1 took some and 
fixed the records, Nothing hap- 
pened." 
Years went by. Grow became 
father of two more sons, 
Hts 
Standing in the community grew, 
too.; • 
He became a school board mem- 
ber and in 1931 he became cashier 
of the Jackson bank. A tew years 
later, with tho total of bis pilfer- 
ing mounting, the strain began to 
tell, Morg and more, Grow hated 
the continual borrowings. 
"Words can't express the last 
15 year* ot living hell I've gone 
throuf?hj" he said. "I wanted to 
quit doinc it".
